any skin eruption present on 
the outside is so noticeable 
that he wants to do some- 
thing abouit it right away. 

In today’s article I will 
try to tell you something 
about the common skin dis- 
orders. Eczema and psoriasis 
may be said to be a chronic 
form of skin inflammation 
Which results when the sys- 
temic toxemia is produced by 
the continual use of wrong food combinations
